The Appointment Meets the Gen 
eral disfavor it Merits- 



^1 The case for tho tppointraent of a 
permanent receiver for tho New 
Fanners Bank has been on t.-ial in the 
Montgomery Circuit Court the past 
week, and the interest manifested lias 
been very great. There were a num- 
ber of suits growing out of the matter 
^ in hand, among them one for the 
~ hearing of a writ of mandamus that 
had been sworn out before Circuit 
Judge John E. Cooper, to compel 
County Judge Lewis Apperson to ac- 
cept tho bond offered by R. B. Young 
as assignee of the Jvew Farmers Bank. 
Ju thir case Judge Apperson tiled an 
^affidavit stating that he believed lie 
could not got justice at the hands of 
Judge Cooper. Judge Cooper, after a 
'^Statement in his own defense, vacated 
the bench and Mr. Jo L. Elliston, who 
had been elected about the beginning 
of tho term to ser»e as Special Judge, 
ttnk his place. The mandamus case 
wtw tried and dismissed. 

Then came the case for tho appoint- 
ment of a permanent Receiver. In 
- this case R. Roid Rogers tiled an 
affidavit to cause Judge Cooper to 
again vacate the bench. This case 
wafr fought till Friday even- 
ing, and was given into the hands 
of the Special Judge at that 
time. On Saturday morning Mr. El- 
listou, as Special Judge, rendered his 
decision, appointing the Columbia 
Finance and Trust Company of 
Louisville Trustee for the Bank. 
No more deadly blow could have 
^Jbeen struck at , Montgomery county's 
interests. Nothing that has been 
done in this case has received such 
• weeping and unreserved denuueiation 
If the sitting Judge had exercised his 
greatest ingenuity to select that which 
would have been the very worst thing 
for our county's financial interests, he 
would have found it difficult to hit 
upon any thing more detrimental. The 
people are stirred up in no small de- 
gree over this wretched piece ot busi- 
ness. The train of evils it will bring 
upon the couuty are incalculable. It 
ia a fact that cannot be disguised that 
the couuty is deeply in debt on ac- 
count of its unwise indulgence in 
boom speculation. Added to this 
comes the financial pressure that ex- 
the country over, and which only 
placet us in a little worse shape than 
many of our neighbors. 
Now the affairs of the New Fa 
s Bunk arc (o be put into the hi 



just dues from all the depositors of the 
Bank for an indefinite time. For a 
man to make such a decision as toll 
he must, be possessed of either small 
foresight or must be "Vanderbllt's 
"me too," and echo his sage and fa- 
mous aphorism, "the public bod ." 

It is no kind of defense, nor is it 
any good reason, for tho 8peci»| 
Judge's actions to say that the war- 
ring factions in the Bank could 
not and would not agree upon any one 
man to settle their differences. That 
large class, the depositors, were not 
heard, nor does their interests seem to 
have been considered by the Judge. 
If he could not have appointed any one 
of those suggested to him, nor could 

Mr. J. Green Trimble, he need not 
have gone from the county to seek a 
Receiver who would honestly and 
speedily adjust the affairs of the Bank 
— adjust them, too, more satifactorily 
than it will be possible for the Trust 
Company 10 do, under the existing 
State of things. Much as wo may 
condemn the Special Judge, and little 
as we may think of his iudgment in 
ib.it stitler, we are entirely unwilling 
to be considered a party to any accu- 
sation of crookedness on his part. 
The mere fact that Mr.Attilla Cox w^as 
sent for to come hero before the case 
was decided does not give ground 
sufficient for so grave a charge. Be- 
sides it must be recollected that Mr. 
Elliston has long known Mr. Cox 
and has a most unbounded opinion of 
his financial ability. We are too 
prone to charge dishonest inoiives to 
those who have the administration of 
the laws in their hands. Judges are 
only such stuff as the common run of 
mankind are, and whilst we may 
may criticise their errors in judg- 
ment, let us be very careful that we 
are not too hasty to charge them with 
dishonesty. 

As far as the rumors that are afloat 
are concerned, that certain attorneys 
sold out in the case, we have nothing 
to say, beyond the statement that we 
are not prepared to believe it as yet. 
Of course, any oneof them who should 
value his professional reputation so 
low as to accept a fee from the Trust 
Company in any of the cases growing 
out of the New Farmers Bank, would 
be virtually admitting to this commu 
utty that he was guilty as charged, 
and then it will be time enough to 
give expression to the contempt in 
which such a man who would do such 
a thing is held by the community and 
his professional brethren.

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common without- people, and indeed 
none anywhere, save to make as much 
money as possible for its stockholders. 
This soulless thing is to tako charge of 
the business, remove every dollar as 
fast as collected to Louisville and keep 
it as long as the law will allow. Thus 
our county will bo drained of money 
and at the same time the just duos of 
the depositors will be kept from them 
j as long as may be. This company 
will at onco, and without considera- 
tion, attempt to push the collection of 
tKe tlebts due the bank. If it cau 
succeed the property of those who are 
principal orendorsor on the notes will 
be sacrificed on a market in which this 
Octopus will be the only bidder, and 
if it can succeed in forcing collections 
in this way, will buy up the property 
so sacrificed at 40 to 60 per cent, of its 
value. Bnt this Is not all ; one of the 
foremost lawyers in the 8tate has 
already advised several of his clients, 
who are either principal or endorsers 
on notes held by the New Farmers 
* Bank, if this Trust Company attempts 
to push the collections in a summary 
way, " 'fight the devil with fire' and 
make an assignment at once and thus 
secure the two years the law allows 
yon for settlement." Such a course 
luggus a most disastrously expensive 
ttjulcment of the affairs of the Bank ; 
besides, ft means the keeping of their 
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classes a registration of voters shall 
be held on the first Tuesday iu Octo- 
ber of each year, between the hours of 
six in the morning and nine in the 
evening, and on such other days as the 
City Councils of said cities may deem 
necessary and provided by ordinance, 
provided, however, that the last day 
of registration shall be fixed not later 
than the third Tuesday in October. 

This registration is known as the 
"General registration," and any per- 
son theu registered may vote at all 
elections until the next general regis- 
tration, unless he becomes disqualified 
after registering. Every person is en- 
titled to vote at the next succeeding 
November election, as now provided 
by law. 

Under the provisions of this section 
the registration books will be opened 
iu the four wards on Tuesday Oct. 3d. 
Voters should be careful iu register- 
ing to declare their party affiliations 
by having the same marked opposite 
their names, for their failure to do so 
would prohibit their participation In 
the primary next year, when a full set 
of county offices are to be nomiuatcd.

VENGEANCE. 



Roanoke's (Va.) Fearful Experi- 
ence 



That was a frightful experience 
through which Roanoke, Va., "went 
on Wednesday night and Thursday 
morning. 

The attempt to avenge a crime upon 
a woman by putting to death Ser as- 
sailant was the cause which led up to 
the wholesale killing at Roanoke. A 
brutal assault had been made by Tom 
Smith, a negro, upon Mrs. IIenr> 
Bishop, the wife of a prosperous 
farmer of Botetourt couuty. While 
at the market-house in Roanoke Mrs. 
Bishop was accosted by Smith, who 
bought a box of -grapes. He asked 
her to go with him to get change, and 
under this pretense locked her in a 
house near by and bound her securely. 

Drawing a razor, Smith then de- 
manded Mrs. Bishop's money. She 
turned it over, but in doing so grabbed 
tho razor held by the ne^ro. This on- 
raged the brutal negro, and he choked 
and pouuded his victim until he 
thought her dead, and left. Mrs. 
Bishop, upon returning to conscious- 
ness, made her way to the market and 
told of the outrage. 

Smith was arrested and a crowd 
gathered around the jail. At 5 o'clock 
Wednesday the Roanoke Light In- 
fantry was called out to guard the 
jail. The crowd kept increasing. At 
8 olclock members of the mob bat- 
tered the side door of the jail, where 
tho militia and Mayor Trout had re- 
tired. The crowd commenced shoot- 
ing, and the militia received orders to 
fire. Only one volley was sent into 
the crowd, but that was enough. 

The killed were : D. 8 Vick, hotel 
proprietor; Will Sheets, fireman; C. 
W. Whitmore, conductor; J. B. Ty- 
ler, George White, W. Jones, engi- 
neer; John Mills, distiller; Georg< 
Setters, E. J. Small and George 
White, making ten iu all. About 
twenty persons were wounded. 

The negro had been removed in the 
coufusion that followod the shooting 
and secreted by the officers, but early 
on Thursday morning his hiding place 
was discovered by the mob, who took 
him from his guard and hanged him 
to a hickory limb iu tho residence 
section ot the city. They riddled his 
body with bullets, and left a placard 
on his body, "This is Mayor Trout's 
friend." 

A Coroner's jury of business men 
was summoned and viewed tho bod* 
of tho negro, and rendered a verdict 
of death at the hands of unknovvi 
men. Thousands of people visited the 
scene of the lynching between daylight 
aud 8 :45 a. "m., when the body was 
cut down. 

After the jury had completed theii 
work the body was placed in the haudi 
of officers, who were unable to kee| 
back the mob. Three hundred met 
tried to drag the body through th< 
streets of the town, hut the Rev. Di 
Campbell, of the First Presbyterian 
church, Mid Capt. R. R. Moorman 
with pleas and main strength pre- 
vented them. Capt. Moorman hired 
a wagon and had the body put iu it 

It was then conveyed to the bank 
of the Roanoke, about one mile from 
the scene of the lynching. The dead 
negro was dragged from the wagon by 
a rope about 200 yards and burned on 
a pile of dry lumber. 

The Iwdy was placed upon this heap 
and more brushwood was piled ou it, 
leaving ouly the head bare. The 
whole was then saturated with coal 
oil and a match applied. The body 
was consumed within an hour. The 
cremation was witnessed by several 
thousand people. The mob threat- 
ened at one time to bury the negro in 
Mayor Trout's yard. 



The primary election passed off 
very quietly on Saturday last.

A Bill to Provide a National Bank 



Representative Bryan, of Nebraska, 
has introduced a' bill to protect de- 
positors in national banks, it provides 
that upon the first of each fiscal year 
there shall be due front every nations 
hank a tax of one-fourth of 1 per cent 
upon tho average amount of deposit) 
held iu its custoday during the last 
quarter of the preceding year. From 
this fund the Controller of the Curren- 
cy is authorized to pay to depositors iu 
failed national hanks the amount of 
their claims. When the fund has reach- 
ed the sum of $10,000,000 the Controll-

000 the intention being to keep it at 
that sum.

FIRE RAGES IN 0WINGSVTLLE. 

The County Seat of Bath County- 
e Buildings Re- 
duced to Ashes 

Loss $90,000— Insurance $49,000 



The most destructive fire within 
the history of Owingsville, had its 
>rigin iu Peed & Hazelrigg's livery 
table, on last Tuesday morning at 4 
>'clock, and from this point a favora- 
ble breeze to the destroying element 
swiftly drove it over five acres of city 
property, carrying destruction iu its 
path. Brave men formed a bucket 
brigade and labored hard and threw 
water, but it was no avail, the lire 
continued until its force was spent for 
want of fuel ; and where once stood 
the business part of this beautiful 
i, is now a heap of ash<*s to en- 
gage the winds. At one time the 
heat was so very great, the destruc- 
tion of the entire town was threat- 
ened. 

The property owners are not at all 
discouraged, and are now preparing 
to erect elegant building in the burnt 
district. It is estimated by those on 
tho grounds that the loss will reach at 
least $90,000. Insurance is $49,01,0,

This right of coinage was claimed

The Chesapeake rud Ohio Steam-

We publish below the Separate 
Coach Act, passod by the last Legis- 
lature, aud which becomes operativ< 
( k-tober 3rd. The railroads are mak 
ng preparations to comply with the 
aw by having their coacjvjs divided 
ivitha partition. They will be ready 
by the date the law goes inio effect. 
A fund has been raised among 
colored people lo test the constitution- 
ality of the law, legal talent has been 
engaged, and a fight will be 
against its enforcement. The act 
eads : 

Be it enacted by the General As 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Ken 
tucky ; Section 1. Any railroad com- 
pany or corporation, person or per- 
lining or otherwise operating 
cars or coaches by steam or 
otherwise, on any railroad line or 
track within this State, and all rail- 
road companies, person or persons, 
doing business in this State, whether 
upon lines of railroad owned in pan 
or whole, or leased by them ; aud all 
railroad companies, person or persons, 
operating railroad lines that may here- 
after be built under existing charter 
or charters that may hereafter be 
granted in this State, and all foreign 
corporations, compauies, person o,- 
persons organized under 
granted or that may hereafter be 
granted, by any other State; who may 
now, or may hereafter be, engaged in 
running or operating any of the rail- 
roads of this State, either in part or 
whole, either in their own name 
that of others, arc Hereby required to 
furnish separate coaches or cars foi 
tho travel or transportation of th< 
white and colored passengers ou theii 
respective lines of railroad. Each 
compartment of a coach divided by a 
good and substantial wooden partition 
with a door there, shall be d 
separate coach, within the meaning of 
this act, and each separate coach or 
compartment shall bear in some con- 
spicuous place appropriate words, in 
plain letters, indicating the race for 
which it is set apart. 

Sec. 2. That the railroad compau- 
ies, person or persons, shall make be 
difVerence or discrimination in th« 
quality, convenience or accommoda 
lion in the cars or coaches or parti 
tions set apart for white aud colon ii 
passengers. 

Sec. 3. That any railroad company 
or companies that shall fail, refuse or 
ncgleci to comply with the provisions 
of sections 1 aud 2 of this act, shall be 
ieemed guilty of a misdemeanor, aud, 
upon indictment and conviction there- 
of, shall be flued not less than $500 
ore than $1,500 for each offense. 
Sec. 4. That all Circuit Courts In 
which railroads are operated in this 
State shall have complete jurisdiction 
over such offenses. 

5. Tho conductors or mana- 
gers on all railroads shall have power, 
hereby required, to assign to 
each white or colored passenger his or 
her respective car or coach or com- 
partment ; and should any passenger 
refuse to occupy the car, coach or com- 
partment to which he or she may be 
assigned by the conductor or maua- 
gor, said conductor or manager shall 
have the right to refuse to carry 
passenger on ids train ; and for such 
refusal and putting off the train 
neither the manager, conductor 
railroad company shall be liable for 
damages in any court. 

Sec. 6. That any conductor or 
manager on any railroad, who shall 
fail or refuse to carry out the provis- 
ions of this act, shall, upon couvlction, 
be fined not less than fifty nor more 
than one hundred dollars for 
offense. 

Sec. 7. The provisions of this act 
shall not apply to employes of rail- 
roads, or persons emplojed as nurses 
or officers in charge of prlsonei 

Approved May 24, 1892.

Old Theatrical Days in the West 

Mr. John Maguire, the famous West- 
<*rJtaRctor and manager, now at Butte 
MoVitaua, told me some of his early 
theatrical experiences. He went from 
Salt Lake to Pioche in Nevada by stage 
under an engagement for a week's per- 
formance. Instead of a theatre— thi- 
M-as in the "sixties," — he found a big 
«hack of logs, chinked up the sides and 

a rude stage, and the benches were 
gown in a graded pit with Mother 
Earth tor the floor.

Sometime*, during and at the close 
.«afehc war of the rebellion, theatrical 
folk played upon billiard tables, or iu

to he. Each travelling company car- 
ried curtains, aud a few rolled-tip 
painted scenes, representing a kitchen, 
a parlor, and a street or forest. They 
hung these scenes from copper wires 
.j stretched irom wall to wall, and fast- 
™ cued with screw-eyes. For an actors' 
dreoiug-room, ot u dietsing-room for 
tjj/e ladies, they strung up blankets be- 
45i-o or behind the curtain, in a corner 
They got light by massing candles in 
many parts of such an auditorium. 

The good companies niaoje almost as 
much money as they do now, because 
the price of admission was high. It 
was a pinch of gold-dust, and that 
was worth $2 or «2 50. The miners 
offered their bags at tho door, and the 
ticket-takers pinched the dust A 
room might hold 150 to 300 persons, 
and there was sufficient money iu the 
B business to tempt the best taleut, Mr. 
Barrett and Mr. Jefferson, Miss Kl- 
tiuge aud Lotta, have all played in 
such camps. If a performer, particu- 
larly a lady, pleased tho crowds, they 
threw slugs and nuggets of gold and 
coins upon tbo stage. Singers who 
could "touch the heart" were iu great 
y^fHiaud. and a certain Maggie Moore 
Pitied mouey on this account.— Har- 
Weekly. 



CHICAGO 



A Short Essay Upon the Great 
City on the Lake 

from tho Boaton Herald.] 

Chicago's name was given to It by 
the Indians for the garlio which grow 
there. During the Revolutionary war 
it becamo an Indian trading point. 
Fort Dearborn was erected there in 
1803, aud in spite of the fort the peo- 
ple were massacro* In 1812. After 
that Chicago for a few years was 
igain a wilderness, until 1816, when 
i he white people began to flock 
back agajii. Chicago. H*e New York, 
was* built en account^ of a canal. 
With tho departure of the Indians 
Chicago began to increase. Prairie 
schooners began to arrive. The, streets, 
which were mere cart paths, wen- 
rivers or mud in wot weather, but 
Chicago was going ahead. Mud was 
then the bane of Chicago as it is to- 
day. In 1834 the first public school 
was established. The church followed 
next, and then the mail service was 
established, aud Chicago was iu re- 
ceipt of a monthly mail. Then came 
the newspaper, the Chieago Demo- 
crat, which announced when it was 
first published that the Population 
was 800, and that goods came fn 
New. York in twenty-seven days. 

the decade between 1840 and 1850 
saw the beginning In a small way of 
all the great enterprises which have 
made her great. The next decade be- 
tween 1850 and 1860 was an era of 
railroad building. The citizens tun- 
neled tho lake two miles and got fresh 
water, and later tunneled it two miles 
farther. Then the low parts of the 
city were raised from three to sixteen 
feet, and all the buildings were raised 
to conform to the new grade. The 
man who had to do with the raising 
of the buildings of Chicago was 
George M. l'ullman, who, after rais- 
ing many of these buildings, turned 
himself to make easier the long-dis- 
tance railroad travel. 

The story of Chicago during the war 
was the story of the whole country. 
The convention which met iu the 
great wigwam was the one which 
nominated Abraham Lincoln. The 
grain trade of Chicago is enormous, 
but the lumber trade is larger; the 
business of the stock yards is larger 
than both together, and the manufac- 
turing business is larger than either. 

lit 1871 Chicago had a population 
ot 334,000, and most of the buildings 
were of wood. Then the fire burned 
27 acres on a Saturday night. It was 
thought 'o be the largest tire that the 
city ever experienced. The next day 
a«vast sea of fire enveloped the whole 
city over the river from one part to 
the other, burning over 2,000 acres aud 
destroying 270 lives. Iu spite of whai 
came from insurance and gifts, Chi- 
cago had to bear a loss of $140,000,000. 
Before the fire had entirely ceased the 
rebuilding began a,pace. A splendid 
new city has been built on the ruins 
of a shabby old one and tho debt has 
been nearly paid iu those twenty 
years. 

It was a bold move for Chicago to 
undertake the world's Fair, and be- 
fore ii had been decided by the Gov- 
ernment, Chicago had decided that its 
fair would be tho greatest ever held. 
The exposition can never he surpassed. 

Chicago is not yet an ideal city nor 
a completed city. The unbuilt stretches 
ot prarle will be built up in a new 
and beautiful stylo of architecture. 
She is confronted with grave prob- 
lems in the corruption of her munici- 
pal politics.

To Head Tin Backets. 

Many persons have tin buckets so 
worn at the bottom, as to bo useless 
for water.

He sel 
dom wears a suit more than once a 
month. He has a new suit made 
every week. Mr. Wolcott is in 
strong contrast with the average 
senator, who has one suit made in 
the fall and another in the spring, 
and who gete through the year with 
one change of clothing.— Philadel- 
phia Times.

Receipts this week have been much 
larger than iu any week for several 
months, and there is quite a good deal 
of old tobacco in the country yet, 
which will make the supply quite 
equal to the demand, when it is all in. 

The rains of last week were general 
over the Southern and Western parti 
of the State; also reaching Eastward 
as far as Woodford and Bourbon 
counties and iu parts of the Mayavilh 
district. In all this territory, the late 
tobacco will be greatly benfltted, if 
farmers will only let it stand until it 
gets ripe. 

The weather in the past few days 
has been of the most favorable 1 
for its development, and maturity 
we think farmers would be justified 
in letting their tobacco remain on the 
hill until the 12th or 15th of October 
If it does not ripen earlier. 

In doing this, there will be two 
great advantages gained— one is a 
large increase in quantity and then if 
it can get ripe, the quality will be 
good.
